Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments were unpersuasive. 
Compile time itself was previously addressed, however the new claim context of "during compilation" will require further consideration as 
indicated above. In regard to generation of implementation, Gardner must be viewed in relation to C++ Builder (Fesslmeier) and visa 
versa. As indicated previously, the principle operation of Fesslmeier is not clearly altered by the addition of Gardner. Further, Applicant 
seems to be speculating on an operation of Fesslmeier that is not disclosed in regard to "Conventionally, a compiler (such as the one in 
Fesslmeier) may compile IDL..". Applicant's "in sync" characterization does not appear to apply to dispatch interface. Fesslmeier is 
discussing code development, not object communication. Thus, the arguments are found unpersuasive. 
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
